CHARLES W. STRUBLE 

of Police 



EFFICIENCY— that is the big thing these days in business 
and public service. 
Efficiency is the thing which has given Kalamazoo the 
right to claim the best police force for a city of its size in 
the country. 

But to have efficiency in a police department there must 
be the right man at the head of the department. 

Kalamazoo has the rtght man. He is Charles W. Struble, 
who in less than ten years climbed from the rank of patrolman 
to head of the department. There was no jumping around 
various jobs to get there. There was no outside pull — it was a 
straight climb right from the bottom to the top. 

Chief of Police Struble was appointed to the force as a 
policeman May 7, 1902. After serving in that place for nearly 
six years he was promoted to captain of the force. In a little 
less than two years after he had been promoted by the police 
commission to the captaincy of the department, he was ad- 
vanced to chief of the department and the commission which 
made the change has never found reason to regret the advance- 
ment of Mr. Struble to his present place. He was made chief 
January 1, 1912. 

There has been a wonderful change in the department 
since he assumed charge of the force. Practically nothing of 
the old force, save its best men, are left. 

Two years ago the police headquarters of Kalamazoo was 
located in a small room of the old city hall on South Burdick 
street. Probably no city of the size of Kalamazoo had to put 
up with so few conveniences for its police department as did 
Kalamazoo. The county jail was used for a lock-up, and so 
congested was the place that the officers of the department had 
to share their small offices with the men. 

During the past few months one of the most modern police 
stations in Michigan has been erected for the Kalamazoo de- 
partment. The Gamewell alarm system has been installed. 
The department has a complete auto service, with patrol and 



emergency car. There are private offices in the new building 
for all of the officers of the department and every convenience 
for the men, including a large gymnasium on the top floor and 
a billiard room. 

The department is perfectly organized. There is a traffic 
squad, a creation of the new chief, and better protection for the 
city during the night than Kalamazoo ever experienced before. 
Outside districts are now furnished protection. 

Absolute harmony exists in the department and although 
the department is limited in the size of its force, the service af- 
forded Kalamazoo is excellent. 

All of this has been brought about through the head of the 
department. He has confidence in his men and that gives the 
men confidence in him. He treats the members of the depart- 
ment as men should be treated, and this has resulted in bring- 
ing to the force an ideal class of men — men who are clean, ac- 
tive, energetic, and at all times ready to serve no matter what 
the danger may be. 

The men have confidence in Chief Struble because of his 
own record with the department. He has never been found 
wanting. He believes in law enforcement, no matter what the 
danger to himself might be. It was Chief Struble, when serv- 
ing as a policeman, who made the first arrest during the street 
car strike in this city a number of years ago. Mobs filled the 
streets and no officer had attempted to bring the disturbing 
leaders to headquarters. It was Struble who faced a mob, ar- 
rested a leader and ended the street rioting. He showed the 
same daring a year or so before in a gun fight with burglars. 

Sergeant Kerns had been shot through the hand before 
Struble took up the chase for the burglars. Although bullets 
cut his clothing, he did not give up his fight until the men had 
eluded him. Struble was given his first promotion in the de- 
partment soon after this affair. 

Kalamazoo can congratulate itself on having one of the 
best police departments in the country.
